The Publications Branch of that de- 
partment. supplies a book of entry, 
known aS the Farmer's Account Book, 
which will enable a farmer to keep 
track of his business with very little 
trouble and without’ any — special 
knowledge. ° The book is designed to’ 
cover one year’s business, and ex- 
plains just how the entries are to be 
made. It is an account of ithe farmer 
with his farm, and’ does not include 
familf and household expenses.
